THE^PVBLW SCHOOLS ACT. 



One oE the most incongruous Acts 
on the statute-book is that under 
which the election was held yesterday 
Section 11 provides for the holding of 
the annual meeting for tlio election of 
school trustees at 12 of the clock, noon,- 
and section 18 prescribes that the poll 
shall remain open from noon till four 
o'clock, p.m. A confused scene occurred 
yesterdav when the chairman announc- 
ed that under the Act ho was compelled 
to open the poll coinciclently with the 
oponing of the meeting, and that the 
reading of tho reports, correspondence 
and other papers must necessarily pro- 
coed while the polling was in pro- 
gross. Scarcely any ono listened to 
the reading or seemed to cave n whit 
about it. All wero intent upon bring 
ing up voters and the valuable docu- 
ments wero but partly understood by 
those who voted for them. Another 
iucongruity is the voters' qualification, 
which is confined to undo householders 
or freeholders — payers of the school 
lax being debarred. Hundreds of con- 
tributors to the school fund wero de- 
barred from voting yesterday through 
the oxistonco of this most unfair pro- 
scription, while had the vote been for 
a member of the House no qualification 
beyond that of a year's residence would 
have been necessary; or had it been for 
municipal officers the payment of a 
road-tax of $2 would havo sufficed. 
Under the same clause Chinese (who 
are debarred from voting for all other 
officials) may vote for school trustees, 
and a fow took advantage of 
the fact yesterday and voted. Sec- 
tion 30 "assigns to tho trustees of 
each district the duty of con- 
troliug, keeping in repair, rent- 
ing, etc., tho school grounds and build- 
ings, and "to do whatever they shall 
judge expedient" in connection there- 
with; while section 11 provides - that 
"school buildings and school lands 
shall be under the control of tho lands 
and works department." Thorp are 
several other sections equally inhar- 
mouious and irreconcilable as those 
from which wo have quoted, and we 
are sorry to say that the School Act is 
not the only Act on the statute-book 
which presents features that are equally 
conflicting and which point to the ne- 
cessity of returning at the earliest op- 
portunity at least a second lawyer to 
tho House. 

THE ELECTION'. 



The defeat of Mr. SiiOTBOi/ris much 
to be regretted; but ho wns placed at a 
great disadvantage by the fact that the 
votiug was open instead of by ballot. 
Without an exception tho official ele- 
ment voted against Mr. Shotbolt and 
turned the scale in favor of his antago- 
nist. Had tho protection of the 
ballot been thrown about the 
franchise tho result would prob- 
ably have been different. Wo trust 
that tho return of Mr. Wil- 
son does not mean ruin to those teach- 
ers who seem to have incurred the hos- 
tility of the powers that be. We fear 
it will servo as an incentive to the gov 
ernment to continue their oppressive 
measures, in which case the banc may 
carry its own antidote. 

English Mail. 

fPcr 6tcamer Geo. E. Starr.l ; 
Lacour'8 appointmont as French am- 
bassador to Loudon is very coldly / re- 
ceived in Royal circles and by society 
graerally. Nobody questions Lacour's 
diplomatic ability, but various personal 
and political reasons contribute to his 
unpopularity. When he was suggested 
previously for the mission to Berlin, 
the King and Bismarck both objected 
— tho Kiug because of Lacour's want 
of social standing, and Bismarck be- 
cause of his political antecedents. It 
is reported that the Queen urged Gran- 
ville to cause Grevy to understand, 
unofficially, that Lacour was unaccept- 
able, though declining to refuse to see 
hitu. Society regards tho. French Em- 
bassy in London as an important social 
centre, and objects to Lacour because 
ho is unmarried, devoid of social quali 
tics, and incapable of keeping up the 
traditional brilliancy of the Embassy. 
Private scaudals cluster about his name, 
but Gambetta, with whom Lacour is 
intimately connected politically, over- 
ruled the objections and insisted upon 
his appointment. Society revenges 
itself by remarking that it hopes La- 
cour will not establish his mistress at 
the Embassy. 

It has fallen to the lot of the Irish 
party to inflict tho first defeat on Glad- 
^.sion^.jrmiistrv^- J^a|^HJ33i^a3fla>; 
ing a motion was made calling upon 
the government for information show- 
ing tho number of stipendiary magis- 
trates in Ireland who had received a 
legal training previous to their appoint- 
ment. For prudential reasons the gov- 
ernment refused and . opposed tho mo- 
tion. The ministers did not expect 
that the question would be reached on 
Saturday, and allowed their supporters 
to disperse. The English members 
abandoned the House, till by 2 a. mi it 
was converted into an Irish parliament, 
and when Cavendish challenged a divi- 
sion in behalf of tho government he 
had the mortification to find himself in 
a minority of nineteen, while Parnell 
scored tnirty-nine votes, nod for the 
6rst timo enjoyed the satisfaction of a 
victorious encounter with the treasury 
benches. The announce men t of the 
result was received by the Irish mem 
bers with ringing cheers seldom heard 
at Westminster. 

The Times blames Gladstone for not 
allowing O'Donnell to go on with his 
questions as to the antecedents of 
Chollemel Lacour, and. says nobody 
' would have been the worse for it ex- 
cept O'Douuell. The House tried 
^every weapon against the violation of 



order except the weapon which; is 
fonnd most effective in every other, 
social assembly— simply one of silence. 
Let it once ho recognized that it is of 
very little importance what improprie- 
ties of speech are committed' by cer- 
tain members and the business of Par- 
liament will cease to be seriously inter- 
rupted by them. The Daily tfetcs 
says the country must feel grateful to 
Gladstone for his anxious resolve to 
maintain the dignity of Parliamentary 
debate and the character of the House 
of Commons, but it hardly thinks the 
occasion called for the very exceptional 
course of action taken by the' Govern- 
ment. The Pall Mall Gazette conclud- 
es an article approving of Gladstone's 
action as follows : — "If we are all 
agreed as to tho conduct of O'Donnell, 
so will most men agree as to the con- 
duct of the Conservative leader in 
marching his party into the lobby in 
support of O'Donnell. It is tho first 
open sign of a combination of the Con- 
servative tail and tho ? Irish party, ac- 
quiesced in, if not fencouraged, by tho 
Conservative chiefs." ' ■ ; " 



Another burglary has been conimitt 
ed at the Old Palace, Stuttgart,' and a 
large sum stolen from tho cabinet of 
the Minister of Domains. The bur- 
glars have not yet been discovered. 

A girl seven years old was carried to 
Brittany to. spend her Easter, holiday's 
and a peasant's daughter, three years 
old, wearing an immenso crown given 
to her as the prize of innocence, was 
brought to her. She was asked: 
"Have you, too, won the prize of inno- 
cence ?" ' "Oh, dear, no ! We are 
taught at school only reading, writing, 
dressing and music, hut not — inno- 
cence." 

Sir Robert Christian will stand for 
the Lord Rectorship of Edinburgh 
University in the Conservative inter-' 
est. 

The' Right Hon. Edward Knatch- 
bull-Hugessen is now Baron Brabourno 
of Brabourno in the county, of Kent. 

The late Dr. Kenealy has dirided 
his library, which is ono of the richest 
privnto libraries in the country, and 
includes many valuable and rare works 
in classics and Oriental literature, be- 
tween the British Museum and Trinity 
College, Dublin. 

It speaks badly for the morale of 
tho London fashionable clubs that the 
London World should have the follow- 
ing item : — The young gentleman who 
lost .£3,000 at an establishment in St. 
James' paid up at once. The winner 
wns an official of the club. 

M. Waddington is objected to as 
Ambassador from France to England 
because ho is far too intimate with 
the Beaconsiield's friends, and is n'n 
ardent admirer of a protective tariff, 
being a partner of his brother, who 
has an important manufactory at 
Rouen., • * ■ 

The head of a four or five year old 
child, severed from the body, was lately 
found in the Thames wrapped in a bag 
near Battersea Bridge. Further ex- 
amination brought' another sack to 
light in which was the trunk, minus 
the head and legs,, "which had been 
clumsily sawn off. 

Mr. Gladstone's study at Hawardon 
lis a| handsome- room" crammed' with 
books,. busts,' pictures, and other bric-a- 
brac, and having 'ivy -hung windows 
commanding a beautiful prospect. His 
tables are always covered with manu- 
scripts, and his eh'aifs heaped with 
newspapers. 

The English Conservative press is 
deeply indignant at Lord Beaconsfiold's 
party, whom they accuse of having sys- 
tematically neglected and ill-used their 
journals. They bave.gono out of their 
way to insult them. There was no 
question of "independence" or "purity" 
in the matter— no subsidies were ask- 
ed for, no secret service fund demand- 
ed. It is well known that the late 
proprietor of the Standard, Mr. John- 
son, always declared that ho had made 
that paper in despite of the party which 
he served, not with its assistance, In- 
stead of supporting it in an \ honorable 
manner the Conservatives invariably 
turned to it the cold shoulder. If any 
special bit of news was to be given 
oway it was sent round to the Liberal 
journals. The consequence is that 
there is only one out-and-out Conserva- 
tive paper in London — the London 
Globe. Tho Liberals have always been 
generous to their newspapers, and 
thereforo all over the country thoy are 
well represented. Lord Beaconsfield 
would not in his earlier days have 
made tho mistako he latterly com- 
mitted in this respect. Like.. the 
rest of his party, he rested too blindly 
on his strength. Power can only be 
retained by incessant watchfulness, and 
he went to sleep. He knows better 
now, but it will take him all his time 
to recover lost ground. 

As the query how Lord Beacowdeld's 
name should be pronouncac/' occurs 
_frj}fli_uma to time in the- American 
press, thoTi'dlloVihg'^nocdite may prove 
useful:— When Mr. Disraeli cliocie his 
title ho chose a name of which the lo- 
cal , pronunciation is beyond doubt 
"Beckonsfield." Nobody in Bucking- 
hamshire where this quiet' village is 
situate, ever thinks of pronouncing the 
word otherwise. But it happened that 
when tho new peer had his first audi- 
ence of the Queen, her Majesty in ad- 
dressing him by his titlo pronounced it 
Beaconsfield. From that mornept local 
usage went for nothing. Lord Beacous- 
fiehl gave it to be understood that her 
Majesty had settled the matter once 
for all. Ho was too good a courtier 
to dispute the royal orthoepy. If Louis 
XIV's blunder sufficed to change the 
gender of carrosse, theQueen's ignorance 
of Buckingham speech was an equally- 
good reuson for metamorphosing the 
sound of a .syllable. And since Bea- 
consfield as sounded of old is associat- 
ed with Burke, it as well that & new 
enunciation should be invented for the 
title of Mr. Disrali. Among his near 
associates his will is always followed. 
In society the pronunciation varies. 
On the platform in Midlothian last No- 
vember Mr, Gladstone invariably pro 
nounced it Beeconsfield. 



During the Bradlaugh debate Mr. 
Thorold Rogers, (an Oxford professor) 
with some academical skill entered 
upon a series of historical parallels, and 
made a point of insisting that his ex- 
perience and studies tended to the con- 
clusion that Atheism and Toryism were 
generally found combined. Needless 
to say this bombshell of rhetoric was 
replied to with ironical laughter and 
cries of "Order !" from tho opposition. 
Nothing daunted Mr. Rogers proceeded 
to .cito the instance of Hobbs, Hume, 
and Gibbon in supportof his theory, and 
added, amid a . noise which sounded 
like groaning that he would like to seo 
Mr. Bradlaugh, who, if he .was bettor 
educated, would gravitate towards tory- 
ism of that party. Members on the 
other side who were sportsmon should 
bo more tolerant. Thoy gave a little 
law even to vermin. Thereupon the 
House shouted "Order !" and the speak- 
or with a grave manner rose from his 
seat. In his most solemn tones he 
called upon the houorable member to 
withdraw tho expression "vermin" as 
applied to Mr. Bradlaugh. He (tho 
spenkor) did not appear either as the 
apologist or as the censor of tho junior 
member for Northampton. Such lan- 
guage could not ho tolerated either in 
tho presence or in the absence, through 
no choice of his own, of Mr. Brad- 
laugh. Mr. Rogers apologized an 1 
withdrew tho offensive expression. 

The position of the Princoss of 
Wales is too exalted to permit of much 
social enjoyment, yot has not tho 
splendid potentialities of reigning roy- 
alty. The Princess, too, is peculiarly 
unostentatious, and evidently finds tho 
magnificent loneliness of her position 
an actual trial. .To be phut out from most 
foyrus of social amusement can be 
by no means delightful. Yet there are 
of course, very few houses, oven among 
those of the highest nobility, to which 
tho Princess of Wales can go as an in- 
vited guest. And, whon'she does go, 
an awful state hedges her around. She 
is passionatoly fond of dancing, yet no 
gentleman can ask her to dance. Sho 
it is who signals out tho personage 
whom she desires as a partner, nnd 
when sho stands up to dance, all other 
dancers must sit down. After circling 
around the room some half a dozen 
times, she pauses and sits down to rest, 
and then the remainder of the waltzers 
may take a turn, but as soon as 
she stands up again they must stop. 
This solitary Grand Lama kind of per- 
formance cannot bo very amusing to 
this kindly, gontle, amiable lady. Sho 
is I am told, a most accomplished 
dancer, despite her slight lameness. 
But of all the recreations of her life, 
sho most enjoys driving in the park. 
In her little Victoria, with her dame 
de compagnie beside her, she is freo to 
enjoy the testimonials of affection and 
enthusiasm that meet her everywhere, 
and no one who notes the gracious 
smile and bow wherewith sho returns 
every salutation can doubt her delight 
at her own popularity. .

Startling Rumor Ooncornias tho 
Dominion Subsidy. 

It is said that tho Government have 
received advicos of an alarming character 
f torn Ottawa concerning tho subsidy pay- 
able semi-annually to the Govornmont 
under the terms of union. Tho report is 
o the effect that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment decline to continue tlie subsidy of 
3100,000 payablo on account of Crown 
ands on tho 1st of July and 1st of Janu- 
ary in each year, in consequonco of tho 
refusal of this Government to allow tho 
Dominion to select lands for railway pur- 
poses in portions of tho provinces romoto 
from tho lino' of railway. It is added that 
t ho payment of §50,000 now duo has been 
or will bo refused. This, if true, is a vory 
Heriou's state of affairs; and, however 
much the conduct of our Government is 
to be condemned, wo shall bo sorry in- 
deed to hear a confirmation of tho report. 
■ 

Tho Dry&ock. 

There aro disagreoable rumors afloat 
(•oncoming this groat work and tho pro- 
bability of its commencomont being de- 
layed, owing to the unfortunate misun- 
derstanding between the Province and 
tho Dominion on tho land question. It 
is intimated that an extra session of the 
Local House will be required to set 
matters straight. 

Llotohosin Soaool. 

The examination of the public school 
took placo hero on Monday, 28th Juno, 
before Sir Matt. B. Eegbie, Revs. Dean 
Mason, J. Reid, tho trustees and parents. 
The scholars acquitted themsolv'es well. 
Especial mention was made by the Chief 
Justice, the Dean and other friends of ex- 
cellence in spoiling, reading, writing, 
grammar and arithmetic; but above all, 
in geography and physiology. Several 
pieces of vocal music were well rendered 
and some recitations given in very good 
stylo. 

A substantial lunch was provided and 
heartily discussed with much good humor 
among the pine trees. 

Among the prizes awarded were: Edith 
Fisher, reading and geography; Sarah J. 
Helgeson, book-keeping and reading; 
Martha Rosman, writing and arithmetic ; 
Martha Witty, regular attendance; Thos. 
Helgesen, reading, arithmetic and physio- 
logy; Henry Fisher, physiology and geo- 
graphy; Francis Tomo, grammar and 
book-keeping; Robt. Witty, spelling and 
good conduct; Wm. Fisher, map-drawing; 
Edward Rosman, reading and mental 
arithmetic; Cecilia Walker, writing and 
diligence; Annie Fisher, reading and good 
conduct; and sovoral other for good con- 
duct whoso names we did not learn. 



Dominion Day. — This, the 13th an- 
niversary of the confederation of tho Brit- 
ish North American provinces and (nomin- 
ally)tho9thannivcrsaryof theadmission of 
British Columbia to the confederation, 
will be celebrated in an appropriate 
manner by a suspension <il business. 
Many private and public picnics are pro- 
jected, the most prominent among tho 
latter being the Firemen's gathering at the 
Caledonian ground, the Farmer's pic- 
nic at Saanich, and tho Wesloyan picnic 
to Peddor Bay. As the editors and print- 
ers of The Colonist intend to join in ono 
or nioro of tho events no papr r will be is- 
sued from this offico to-morrow. 

Delta Municipality. — Tho ratepayers 
of this fertilo and flourishing municipality 
at tho mouth of Frasor river have voted 
in favor of a bylaw to enable tho council- 
lors to borrow tho sum of #3000, to be de- 
voted to tho improvement of tho munici- 
pality. The Delta is in a vory prosperous 
condition, is settling up fast, has taxable 
property to' tho value of £97,844, and has 
at present no indebtedness. The security 
offered to local capitalists is therefore un- 
doubted.

The election of a trustee of the public 
schools, to fdl the vacancy caused by the 
retirement of Mr. Thos. Shotbolt, whose 
term of offico had oxpired, took place at 
the City Hall yesterday. 

Precisely at 12 o'clock the meeting was 
called to ordei by Mr. Thos. Nicholson, 
president of tho hoard of trustees, who, 
after a few introductory remarks called 
for nominations for chairman. 

Mr. Jas. Foil nominated Mr. J. W. 
Carey. (Cries of "No, no.") 

Mr. R, Jonkinson said ho had' much 
pleasure in nominating Mr. W.J. Jeffroo. 
(Applause.) 

No other candidate being nominated the 
question was' put and Mr. Jeffreo was 
voted to the chair by an overwhelming 
majority. 

Mr. Jeffreo, having taken the chair 
amid renewed applause, said tho next 
duty of the meeting would bo to eloct a 
secretary. 

Mr. F. Saunders nominated Mr. Hy. 
Soar, believing that he was well qualified 
for the oflice and would do justice to all 
parties concerned. 

Mr. Foil — 1 nominate Mr. Carey. (Crios 
of "No, no !") Then, Mr. Mitchell. (No, 
no !) 

On the question being put Mr. Soar 
was elected almost unanimously. 

Mr. R. Jonkinson then demanded that 
tho poll be opened. 

Tho Chairman— It is first necessary to 
nominate candidates for tho trusteeship. 
The mooting will procood to that. 

Mr. T. Russell — I protest against this 
most unwarrantable proceeding — proceed- 
ing to nominato candidates before the re- 
port of the trusteo3 has been read. 

Tho Chairman — Tho Act requires that 
tho poll shall be oponod immediately.

Mr. R. Jonkinson then nominated Mr. 
Thos. Shotbolt as a candidate for trustee. 
Seconded by Mr. C. J. Phillips. 

Mr. Fell, seconded by Mr. T. J. Burnes, 
nominated Mr. Alex. Wilson. 

On motion tho nominations were then 
closed and the ballot was proceeded with. 

A sceno of some confusion here took 
place, and tho chairman, who uctod with 
great coolness, declared a recess of ton 
minutes to allow the electors then presont 
and who wero pressing closely on the 
Utiles an opportunity to voto. 

At the ond of the recoss, tho secretary 
read the report, which is as follows : 

Victoria, B. C, Juno 30, 1880. 
To the Elecfcn of Victoria Cit\i School Dis- 
trict: 

Gentlemen:— Your trustees, in pre- 
senting their annual report, regrot that 
during the year thoy have not succeeded 
equal to their expectations in placing tho 
schools in an efficient condition owing to 
hindrances over which thoy have no con- 
trol. The teachers, gonorally bpeaking, 
havo discharged their duties faithfully 
and well, and have made earnest and 
praiseworthy efforts to advanco their 
pupils and to elevate tho character and 
condition of the public schools. But tho 
suporintondont of education seems to havo 
been actuated by different motives, and '< 
whilo harassing and annoying the teach- j 
era, ho has impaired tho ofticioncy of tho 
schools, and, genorally, has bocn a stum- 
bling block in the way of their progress. 

It may bo expedient to deal first witli 
the necessity which arose for the clos- 
ing of tho girls' department of tho public 
scheols for three days in May last owing 
to the erratic conduct of tho Supt. of Ed- 
ucation. Tho correspondence in refer- 
ence thoreto and the remarks made there- 
on and published at the time by the trus- 
tees, we now produce. 

We havo nothing to add to that report, 
and wo are convinced that the courso pur- 
sued by us was right and confidently re- 
ly upon your endorsement. 

During tho year we havo made twenty- 
Seven visitB to the schools, avornging 
about threo hours each, in order to ascer- 
tain for ourselves by personal inspection 
the character and condition of tho institu- 
tions and their wants and requirements, 
together with such other information as wo 
deemed necessary to onablo us to dischargo 
our duties intelligently. These visits havo 
shown us that the school-rooms as at pro- 
sent arrangedare exceedingly inconvenient 
and ill adapted to tho requirements of tho 
pupils, thus rendering tho maintainence of 
good order and disciplino well-nigh im- 
possible!. Tho desks and seats in some of 
the rooms aro of tho worst description and 
the blackboard surface is insufficient and 
placod so near tho floor as to bo almost 
useless. Thero is an urgont necessity for 
at least two additional teachors, aB the 
primary departments aro over crowded 
during the dry season. Tho present 
schools aro so remote that the majority of 
young children cannot attend during tho 
rainy season. Your trustees, therefore, 
consider it absolutely necessary thac ono 
or nioro primary schools should be estab- 
lished sufficiently convenient to tho centre 
of the town to accqmmodato young chil- 
dren. We have repeatedly drawn the at- 
tion of tho Government to these matters, 
but to no purpose. It is true thoy havo 
placed a sum on the estimates for this 
year which is wholly inadequato to place 
the present school buildings in a stato of 
decent repair. Mr. Clemitson, assistant 
teacher in tho Boys' Public School, and 
Mr. Pleace, assistant toacher in tho High 
School, resigned their positions during 
theyoar, and Mr. McKay and Mr. Offer- 
haus wore appointed, both of whom we 
believo to bo well qualifiod for thoir posi- 
tions. Tho attendance at tho Bchools 
during the yoar was as follows: 

High School, boys, 51; girls, 31; total, j 
82; f.vcrage attendance, 54. Boys' School, 
274; averago attendance, 154. Girls' 
School, avorage attendance, 187. 

Two public examinations have boon 
held during the year and the results show- 
ed satisfactory progress considering tho 
disadvantages to which we have previously 
alluded. 

It is a matter of regret that owing to 
the unoxplained absence of tho superin- 
tendent tho medals offered by tho gover- 
nor general, to tho obtaining of which tho 
efforts of many of tho pupils wore direct- 
ed, could not bo awarded. This failure 
is a serious discouragement and may act 
as a bar to tho application of tho pupils at 
a future timo, children boing easily dis- 
couraged by failures to keep promises 
made to them by thoir elders. 

Tho want of sufficient funds for inci- 
dental expensoa has beon a sourco of sori- 
ous inconvonionco; but it is hoped that a 
sum of ?90, due from Mr. Trustee Foil 
for tho rent of the school reservo as pas- 
turage for his cows (repeatod application 
for which has been made by the late and 



present trustees,) will soon be paid over 
when some necessary improvements will 
bo immediately taken in hand by us. 

Mr. Fell protested against the recep- 
tion of the report. It was not correct, 
had never been submitted to the trustees 
for approval arid ho moved that it bo not 
accepted. At ten o'clock to-day the trus- 
tees met with tho report already cut and 
dried in a book. It was not truo that 
ho owed the funds §90 for rent of tho ro- 
servo, because tho land was not fenced so 
a3 to keep 'in his cows. Tho government 
actually owed him money for kooping tho 
foncos in repair. Ho (Mr. Fell) denied 
that Mr. McKenzio had been tho causo 
of all tho disturbance in tho schools. Tho 
trustee meeting this morning was infor- 
mal and illegal and ho asked tho meeting 
to reject tho report. 

Mr. Nicholson said that tho regular 
mooting of tho trustees was held on tho first 
Tuosday in ovory month and that Mr. 
Foil was always notified with regard to 
the rent duo by Mr. Foil for cows. 

Mr. Foil protested. 

Mr. Nicholson read from tho motion of 
a previous board to show that Mr. Fell 
agreed to pay a fixod sum' per yoar for 
tho uso of tho school resorvo as a pastur- 
age. Mr. Wilson, M. 1'. P., had called 
his (Mr. N.'s) attontion to tho dobt duo 
by Mr. Fell and parents had complained 
that their children's feet were bosinirchcd 
with cowdung. 

Mr. Fell said that the fonces wore pull- 
od down and that an attorney's letter was 
sont to him. 

Mr. A. Wilson (addressing tho secre- 
tary) — Are you tho man who appliod for 
the position of superintendent of educa- 
tion some years ago ] 

Mr. Nicholson — This has nothing to do 
with tho mattor. 

Mr. Chairman —This question is out of 
order. 

Mr. E. Harrison, sr., called for an an- 
swer. 

Mr. Chairman —This is out of order. 

Mr. A. Wilson —Bo a man and put the 
question. Tho report is untrue. ("Put 
him out.") 

Mr. Williams, B. A., said tho two trus- 
tifies seemed to have ignored Mr. Fell ond 
the report had boon written in tho min- 
ute-book in advanco. 

Tho voto was then taken and the report 
was rejected by a show of hands. 

At this juncture tho discussion tempor- 
arily subsidod, but th ; voting eontinuod 
witli unabated interest, great activity bo-, 
ing evinced on both sides. It was ap- 
parent, however, that Mr, Wilson had 
the full benefit of a "nower behind tho 
throne," a number of officials in tho pay 
of t Jig local government being trotted out 
to cast their votes in his favor and indi- 
rectly in support of tho superintendent of 
education, tho appointee of the James 
Bay magnates. Dospito tho influonco tho 
friends of Mr. Shotbolt had on this scoro 
to contend against they ran a nock and 
neck raco with their opponents for some 
time, but as tho hour fixed for the closing 
of the poll approached it was apparont 
that governmental support had accom- 
plished its object and that tho principle 
of tho free educational system was about 
to bo placed in jeopardy. A few minutes 
before 4 o'clock a number of Cinnamon, 
who aro not prohibited from voting by tho 
provisions of the Act, put in an appear- 
ance with tho intontion of exercising tho 
franciso. But tho votes of the few who 
succeeded in reaching tho secretary's desk 
were challenged. At nbont 20 minutes 
past 4 o'clock, the counting of tho votes 
having been completed, tho chairman de- 
clared tho result as follows: — 

Wilson 301 

Shotbolt 2G4 

Majority for Wilson 37 
Mr. Wilson was then doclared duly 
olectod to act as trustee of tho Public 
Schools of Victoria for the ensuing term 
of threo years. 

Mr. Jas. Fell then took the rostrum, 
and amid great confusion procoeded to 
congratulate the electors "on having de- 
monstrated the fact that tho schools can- 
not be run by rowdyism" (groans and 
"Who says they are?"). Ho submitted 
that it was time tho high-handed work of 
tho past twelve months should ho put 
down. (Ho ! Ho ! and confusion.) The 
schools were intended for the benefit of 
tho children, not of tho teachers, 
who seemed to think that they had 
had a vested right to thoir positions. Ho 
was not anxious to remove a singlo teach- 
er (crios of oh 1 oh, dear, no !) but ho 
held that as very high salaries woro paid 
tho vory best material should bo furnished. 
Ho intended that in future this should bo 
the case and that neither politics, nor 
favor, nor religion should havo any in- 
fluence over tho working of tho school 
system. He would have every man think 
for himself and act for himself so long as 
it did not interfere with his neighbor. 
(A voice— Yes, liko you; act in ignorance.) 
He hoped and felt confident that next 
year when tho trustocs came boforo the 
electors thoy would bo in a position to 
placo before them a report which would bo 
a credit to them and acceptable to the peo- 
ple — not one liko that presented to-day, 
which was a disgraco and had been voted 
down. He had no animosity, no ill- 
feeling towards any of tho teachers 
(cries of "timo !" "timo !") but he thank- 
ed the electors for tho voto they had cast 
to-day. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson, trustee elect, 
said it was just twenty-one yoars since ho 
landed on this island as a free man and it 
was only the other day that in a joking 
manner ho had Riiggestod to a leading 
citizen it was time ho had a pension. He 
had no idea that the pension would be so 
soon bestowed, but ho regarded the re- 
sult of to'day's olection as a high honor — 
higher than if he had been olectod to tho 
Legislative Assembly, because politics 
were nowhere as compared with educa- 
tion It was tho duty of tho pooplo to 
separate education from politics and do 
justico to thoir children, in order that in 
the courso of years thoy might do justico 
to their parents. Ho folt proud of tho 
honor conferred on him and ho would 
promiso his hearers that ho would per- 
form his dutios without foar or favor. Ho 
would not bo load by tho nose oither by 
Mr. Thomas Nicholson or Mr. James Fell 
and he trusted he would novor bo found 
guilty of closing the schools. They 
should never be closed, (What 1 no holi- 
days?) but should bo mado tho pride of 
British Columbia, the best province of tho 
whole Dominion. He would again thank 
tho electors for the honor conferred on 
him. 

Mr. Thos. Shotbolt, who was accorded 
a very hearty recoption, said ho was pro- 
pared to acknowledge his defeat on this 
occasion, but ho could assure those pres- 
ent that ho had always tried to do his 
duty and if ho had failed ho could only 
express his regret that such was the caso. 
Ho had now to bow to the decision of 
tliosa who had cast their votes against 
him. Ho had been a member of the com- 
munity for some 18 years and was conse- 
quently well-known to almost everyhody. 
Ho could not help to-day's result. (A 
voice — "Threo cheers for Shotbolt." Re- 
sponded to heartily.) With reference to 
the closing of tho schools fox sevqral days 



he would wish to explain that it had been 
brought about by the superintendent' of 
education. 1 He did' not connider it to he 
that oflicerY duty' to' dictate to 
the trustees, hut in spitb of their de- 
8'ire ■ that a temporary certificate 
should bo granted to a lady to take tho 
placo of the principal of .the girh' depart- 
ment during her temporary absence ho, 
tho superintendent, had absolutely refus- 
ed to grant any certificate at all. The 
lady in question had taught for 4 3-ears at 
Esquimalt and had received high enconi- 
ums as to hor ability as a teacher. . Tho 
superintendent's action had been tho solo 
causo of the schools boing closed. 

Mr. Thos. Russell asked Mr. Shotbolt 
if lie was satisfiod in his own mind when 
tho trustocs closed the schools, that there 

eTry n to?on° nt ™ lilab K to 
Mr. Shotbolt — Yes. thero was; but 
wiiat is tho good of machinery without a 
principal at its hoat!7 - ■• ■•" 

Mr. Jas. Foil-Did you l»f hold a con- 
sultation with sevoral teachers about 

Mr Fell thon entered into an explana- 
tion of tho courso that should havo boon 
resorted to when the schools were closed. 

Mr. C. J. Phillips — Mr. Fell, before 
yoii leave tho platform I would like to ask 
you if you did not toll' mo, iii th'o pre- 
sence of witnesses this morning, a deli- 
berate lie? daro you now deny that you 
did? (Uproar and cries of " what's tho 
lie about.") 

Mr. Foil — I took it back as soon as I 
could. (A voice — Yos, and you always 
will— to help yourself out.,) 

[Tho assertion referred to, we under- 
stand, was ono made by Mr. Foil that ho 
was tho person empowered to administer 
tho oath to electors whoso votes wero 
challenged. — En. J 

A voto of thanks and threo cheers 
were then given for the chairman and the 
meeting dissolved.

The Pesther Lloyd reports a savage 
murder committed near Neusohl, in 
Hungary. About threo weeks ago the 
body of a man, much disGgured, was 
found in the forest near Neusohl.

It was at length discovered 
that ho had himsolf murdered a total 
stranger, about whom ho knew nothing 
and had disguised the corpse, as he 
liop«l, beyond identification, putting on 
his own clothes and papers to give a 
false clew, The wife, it was supposed, 
would havo no difficulty in obtaining 
the amount of the insurance. Sbo was 
to go off to America, and ho was to 
join her under a false name at the port 
of embarkation.
